5th Amendment? 


When people become afraid 
they often turn against old 
friends — the Fifth Amendment, 

for example. 


Much of the 


more vigilante- 
minded persons, 
who didn’t quite 
trust  them- 
selves, believe 
it was somehow 
slipped into the 
Constitution of 
the United States by Communists 
or subversives. 

It has been in there for a long, 
long time—since 1791, to be exact. 
And that happens to be 163 
years ago. Today there is a heavy 
demand that it be somehow by- 
passed. That's hecause a number 
of suspected Communists have 
used it as a shield to avoid ques- 
tioning. Even so, let's not be in 
a hurry. .Jt's an important 
amendment to a free people who 
want to remain free. So _ let’s 
think about it long and carefully, 
lest we undo in haste much that is 
basic to our freedom. 


Guarantee 

Let’s look into the contents of 
the Fifth Amendment. 

Without going into the legal 
language of it, the Fifth Amend- 
ment provided four basic guar- 
antees: 

1—No person may be held to 
answer for a capital or otherwise 
infamous’ crime, unless on pre- 
sentment or indictment by a 
giand jury. 

2—No person may be 
twice far the same crime. 

3—No person shall be com- 
pelied in any criminal case to be 
a witness against himself, 
be deprived of life, 
property without due process of 
law. 

4—Private property may not be 
taken for public use without just 
compensation. 

Those are four rather impor- 
tant items in a free society. They

have been guaranteed to us for | 


a long, long span of years. 
Whether we should, at this time, 
be willing to circumvent or nullify 
one of the provisions is an issue 
before us. A great many persons, 


some of them sincere and others | 


afraid and vigilante-minded, want 
to make it so a man or woman 
may be compelled to testify 
against oneself—by providing an 
escape hatch of ‘‘no prosecution.” 

But let us have a care before 
we throw away something which 
the Founding Fathers put in out of 
bitter experience. If we do cir- 
cumvent this one provision of 
the Fifth Amendment out of fear 
of a few slimy Communists, we 
will make every citizen the prey 
of vindictive political machines 
which can control grand juries 
and judges. We will give every 
solicitor general a club. Every 
business and each citizen will be- 
come vulnerable to corruption 
and to political vendettas. 


Why? 


Why do We have a Fifth Amend- 
ment? 

It has a long’ and honorable 
history. It was not too long ago 
that men and women were 
tortured to make them confess. 
In fact. it was only a few months 
ago the Chinese and North Ko- 
reans were doing that to war pris- 
oncrs. 

But all history is filled with 
the torture of civilians—on trial 
charged with a crime. The 
Spanish Inquisition tortured men 
and women and put them to 
death with revolting cruelty when 
they refused to confess them- 
selves guilty of heresy. In our 
own country, at Salem, Mass., 
men and women were tortured 
to try to exact from them con- 
fessions of witchcraft. 

We brought the amendment 
over from English. common law. 
As late as 1647 in England the 
‘Star Chamber’’ sessions could 
compel persons to testify against 
themselves. In that year a man 
named Lillburn,- accused vf a 
crime, refused to testify. He was 
whipped and pilloried. He still 
would not confess. He managed to 
get his case before Parliament. 
He obtained a ruling sustaining 
him. Said Parliament: ‘“‘It is con- 
trary to the laws of God, nature 
and the kingdom that a man be 
made to'give information which 
would kelp convict him.” 

Now there are those who say, 
“We will change it to say you 
must testify against yourself, but 
we won't send you to jail for do- 
ing. so.” 

That is an awesome weapon to 
give to political corruption 
whether in a grand jury room, 
in a solicitor’s officé or in a court 
room. 

Let's think a long, long time 
about this. There must be some 
better way to nail down .Com- 
munists.

What should a mother look for in 
selecting a nursery? 


First and foremost, experts say, 
a mother should investigate the 
operator and determine if her per- 
sonality, training and experience 
equip her to understand childhood 
problems. 


STUDY OPERATOR 


For instance, they should find 
out if the operator realizes an in- 
dividual’s emotional, mental and 
physical hehavior is, in large part, 
determined by experiences between 
birth and the sixth year. 


Does the operator understand a 
child’s feelings as he first begins 
to learn to play with other chil- 
dren? Does she understand when 
to help a child and when to leave 
him alone? Does she know what 
toys and experiences will help him 
in his adjustment? 

These qualifications may come 
from an operator's formal study 
in college or from long experience 
with children. Either way, the 
operator also must have inner love 
and understanding of children—‘‘a 
knack with youngsters’’—experts 
say. 


TWO WERE GOOD 


A mother and a Constitution re- 
porter, who visited a dozen nur- 
series recently, found two they 
thought were excellent. Each is run 
by a different pian. 

One, operated by a woman who 
had spent years studying psycholo- 
gy and education, utilizes the lat- 
est techniques to develop a child’s 
power of concentration, to allow 
him to express his talents and frus- 
trations, to teach him property 
rights and to whet his imagination. 

The manager introduces them to 
music by great composers, helps 
them produce puppet shows and 
encourages them to play with 
paints and modeling clay.

Let’s Help Farmer 
Improve His Yields 


It is the time of year when farmers 
begin planning their year’s operations. 
They start thinking about credit, fertil- 
izers, seeds and above all about their har- 
vests in the fall and whether or not they 
will be able to “pay out.” 

This year they are thinking a little 
bit more deeply and are getting off to a 
slower start. In Georgia they have prob- 
lems they have not had to face for a num- 
ber of years. With cotton acreage drasti- 
cally cut and with prices lower than 
they’ve been since about 1941, farmers 
are hesitant and a little bit afraid. 

But they are not the only ones who 
should be concerned about farm prob- 
lems and farm income. Credit agencies, 
banks, fertilizer and equipment dealers, 
department stores and all other business 
firms have a stake in farm income. They 
can also help to'guide, direct and educate 
the farmer and profit in the process. 

This was brought forcefully to our at- 
tention Monday by E. C. Westbrook, Ex- 
tension Agronomist of the University of 
Georgia College of Agriculture. Address- 
ing the Cotton Ginners Assn. at Augusta, 
Mr. Westbrook reminded them that they 
(the ginners) have a stake and a respon- 
sibility in improving cotton yields. 

Pointing out that the average yield of 
cotton in Georgia for the past 10 years has 
been a half bale per acre, Mr. Westbrook 
said that this is foolish. “There is enough 
available information on cotton produc- 
tion,” he declared, “to enable farmers to 
increase their yields at least 100 pounds of 
lint per acre.” 

Why, then, are they not doing so? 
. Mr. Westbrook put some of the burden on 
ginners and other suppliers of farm needs. 
Using insect poisoning as an example, he 
said that improper insect control is cost- 
ing farmers more than any other failure. 

“If farmers,” he said, “are able to 
add an additional boll per foot of row, it 
will pay the cost of eight applications of 
poison. When a farmer goes in to see the 
insecticide dealer to arrange for boll wee- 
vil poison this year, are you going to give 
him the glass eye and tell him you can't 
let him have more poison than enough 
for three applications, or are you going to 
discuss with him his needs?”’ 

In other words Mr. Westbrook is tell- 
ing all concerned that they must concern 
themselves with the farmers’ problems 
and help them plan a program that will 
benefit all hands. Information, educa- 
tion, guidance and encouragement in cor- 
rect practices is a matter for those .serv- 
ing the farmer as well as the farmer him- 
self.

All Atlanta Is Proud 
Of Red Cross Chapter 


In a ‘manner definitely tangible, the 
National Fraternal Congress has said 
thanks to the Atlanta Red Cross for a 
blood collection job well done. 

The NFC chose Atlanta as one of eight 
cities t© receive a gift Bloodmobile, val- 
ued at $40,000. When the presentation was 
made Sunday, the spokesman for the 
donor cited the Atlanta Red Cross chapter 
as “one of the outstanding for service in 
the country.” 

What that service means through the 
blood program alone has been estimated 
in dollars and cents by a former hospital 
administrator. He says Red Cross blood 
saves sick folks in the Atlanta area more 
than a million and a quarter dollars a 
year. 

That is a significant item in an age 
when reduction of medical costs is a na- 
tional goal. 

The savings come to patients and their 
families in the blood itself, which they 
had to pay for before the program came 
into being; in reduced laboratory fees; in 
reduced length of time spent in the hos- 
pital thanks to the lift from blood transfu- 
sions; in the derivatives which are by- 
products of the program. 

In.short, annually the Red Cross blood 
program saves Atlanta families more than 
twice the $524,000 chapter campaign 
quota. There is sufficient reason for giv- 
ing the Red Cross generous support. And 
to the million and a quarter dollars, you 
still have to add the value of ‘lives saved 
by Red Cross blood. ’ 

We'll leave that estimate with the fam- 
ilies of those for whom a blood transfusion 
has meant survival.

This year Spalding County’s turn has come to 
elect the state senator from the 26th District 
composed of Spalding, Fayette and Clayton 
Counties. 

Under an agreement made years ago, the 
senator is rotated at the end of every two-year 
term between the three counties. Thus, two 
years from now the senator for this district will 
be elected from Clayton County and after two 
more years he will be from Fayette. Then it 
will be Spalding’s time again. The same ar- 
rangement applies to practically all of Georgia's 
senatorial districts so there is a rapid turnover 
of senators every two‘years. 

Obviously this takes the benefit of experience 
from the senior body of the State Legislature 


since under the present arrangement a senator . 


cannot run to succeed himself because the coun- 
ty which elects the senator is changed every 
two years. 

It would be much better, we think, if an ar- 
rangement were worked out for more equitable 
representation of all counties in the state Senate 
and at least some method found whereby a mini- 
mum of one-fourth of the state senators could 
seek re-election so that the state could benefit 
from their past experience. It takes a while for 
any person, regardless of how capable he may 
be, to become accustomed to the duties of a 
new job and after only two years in the state 
Senate, he has to make way for another county.

Automobile Title Law Upheld as Necessary 
To Lowering of Fire, Theft Insurance Rates 


Atlanta—As chairman of the 
Legislative Committee of the Geor- 
gia Association of Insurance 
Agents, I want to commend The 
Constitution for its continuing stand 
in favor of a good automobile cer- 
tificate of title law for Georgia. 


In the interest of the public and 
crime prevention, we have worked 
on such a bill for several years, 
always with the result of being 
thwarted in our efforts by a small 
but seemingly powerful coterie of 
franchise car dealers who favor 
their pocketbooks over public opin- 
ion. 


But in fairness to automobile 
dealers per se, legitimate used car 
dealers are 100 per cent behind 
such a law, and not all franchise 
car dealers go along with the small 
but so far effective minority who 
appear to rule this particular roost 
in the Georgia Automobile Dealers 
Association. 

From an insurance standpoint, 
we are in favor of a good auto- 
mobile certificate of title law for 
two reasons: it will lower the op- 
erating costs of the National Auto- 
mobile Theft Bureau, which 
checks car thefts on behalf of the 
insurance companies, and _ this, 
coupled with fewer insured car 
thefts and fires, will ultimately re- 
duce the automobile fire and theft 
insurance rates the public is pay- 
ing.

This most able ad- 
ministrator has virtually given his 
life to TVA; for he has served it 
for 20 years in various capacities, 
including director of personnel and 
general manager, before he suc- 
ceeded David Lilienthal as chair- 
man in 1946. 

A prediction that Mr. Clapp 
would not be reappointed was 
made by Guy L. Smith Editor of 
the Knoxville Journal and chair- 
man of Tennessee’s State Republi- 
can Executive Committee, after a 
White House visit on Feb. 5. He 
was accompanied by Tennessee's 
two Republican House members, 
Representatives Reece and Baker.

The trio saw Sherman Adams, the 
President's administrative assist- 
ant, to urge appointment of Harry 
C. Carbaugh, Chattanooga busi- 
nessman, formerly chairman of 
the State Republican Finance Com- 
mittee and still a member.

2. In the light of McCarthy’s 
continuing sharp battle with the 
President and Robert T. Stevens, 
Secretary of the Army, over the 
Army’s handling of Communists, 
the Republican case would be 
stated better, in Hall’s view, by 
a consistent friend of the admin- 
istration.

The working people of France 
do not have enough to eat and 
for most of them ‘‘communism”’ 
is more a way out than a pro- 
Russian feeling. France is the 
vital point ef Europe. America 
knows it and France needs help. 


Above all today when Russia 
tries to seduce her, I do not talk 
about financial help. 

I know the French. They are 
rugged individualists, but in corm- 
mon with Americans, they have 
a love of FREEDOM. 

I think I understand the Amer- 
ican people, too. In these past 
years I have become integrated 
into American life and have par- 
tially succeeded. A citizen now 
for three years, I have tried to 
fulfill my duties as one. That is 
why, understanding and loving 
both countries, I wish something 
could be done.

Georgia Farm Intake 
Drop Less Than Most 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 

Although 1953 was a record-breaking year for many segments 
of the economy, it wasn’t for agriculture. 

Georgia farmers received 2.5 per cent less cash income last 
year than in 1952. Preliminary figures compiled by the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture show the state’s cash farm income in 
1953 dropped to $629,227,000, more than $16 million below the 
previous year. 

Although livestock receipts in the state rose slightly to a 
little over $254 million, crop returns fell to $375,199,000 from 
$391.966,000 in 1952. 

However, the 2.5 per cent decrease in Georgia last year was 
among the lowest in the nation, and was 1.8 per cent smaller 
than that for the<entire country. The highest rate of decline, 
more than 25 per cent, was recorded in Nevada. 

Only 11 states, including Florida and Mississippi in the South- 
east, registered increases in cash farm income last year. Mis- 
sissippi’s jump of 19.5 per cent was the highest in the United 
States, according to the Atlanta field office of the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 

In the seven: Southeastern states of Georgia, Florida, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Tennessee and the Carolinas, cash income 
totaled $3,972,639,000, which was only some $4 million under the 
1952 level. 

Thus, the gains in Mississippi and Florida were nearly 
enough to offset the multi-million dollar setbacks in the region's 
other. states.
